How the Wreck Appeared—A Less of $75,000 te t 
W.s'ern end Atlen to—4n Bnormeus Foice at 
Work Remeving the Debris—Lo-s Al ag 
tme Line-A Terribie Scene.

BURIED BENEATH THE WRECK, 
while the tender of the engine ana the re 
nants of sixteen freight cars were piled 
broken heaps upon them.
